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February  is  a  month  in  whichi 
two  of  the  greatest  men  in  his-  I 
tory  were  "born,  G-eor^^e  \/sshingtori 
and  Abraham  Lincoln. 

Washington  is  generally 
known  as  the  Father  of  His  Coun- 
try.  He  was  great  as  a  soldier, 
equally  rs  p.    statesman,  greater 
as  a  leader  of  men,  but  greatest 
of  all  as  a  man.   He  probably 
ov;os  his  greatness  to  honesty, 
as  he  once  said:   "I  hope  I  shalll 
always  possess  firmness  and  vir- 
tue enough  to  maintain  what  I 
consider  the  most  (unviable  of 
all  titles,  the  character  of  an 
"Honest  J^Ianl" 

Another  man  that  stands  in  • 
history  by  the  side  of  V/ashingtonj 
is  Abraham  Lincoln. 

Lincoln  w^s  not  merely  a 
statesmr^n  or  the  sixteenth  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  but 
he  was  the  Saviour  of  the  Nation. 

He  had  no  college  education, 
little  education  of  any  kind,  but 
he  took  advant'^ge  of  his  oppor- 
tunities, and  became  one  of  the 
greatest  and  noblest  men  in  his- 
tory. 

Lincoln's  chcr'^cter  is  best 
described  in  thuse  words:   "V/ith 
malice  toward  none,  with  charity 
for  all,  v>'ith  firmness  in  the 
right,  let  us  strive  on  to  fin- 
ish the  work  we  are  in;  to  bind 
up  the  Nations'  Vi^ounds;  to  care 
for  him  v/ho  shall  have  borne  the 
battle,  and  for  his  widow  and  hi  si 
orphan--to  do  all  which  may  a- 
chieve  and  cherish  a  just  and 
lasting  peace  among  ourselves 
and  with  all  nations." 


If  wc  would  only  apply  the 
ide-ls  of  these  two  men  to  our 
daily  life,  there  might  be  more 
successful  men  in  the  world  and 
a  kinder  feeling  of  brotherhood.

The  Life  and  Invention  of  Lctham  Sholes. 


Latham  Sholes  was  "born  in   I 
ColanlDia  County,  Pennsylvania  on 
February  14,  1319.   At  the  &£-e  of, 
fourteen  young  Sholes  was  appren-j 
ticeci  to  the  editor  of  the  In-    I 
telli£encer  of  Danville,  Pennsyl-' 
vania,  to  learn  the  printing  trade 
Four  years  later  he  joined  his 
brother,  Charles  C.  Sholes,  at    I 
G-reen  Bay,  in  order  to  take  care  [ 
of  him  in  his  ill  health.   In  thei 
following  year,  when  only  nine-   1 
teen  years  old,  he  took  charge  of| 
the  House  Journal  of  the  Wiscon- 
sin Territorial  Legislature,  whic 
he  carried  to  Philadelphia  to  be 
printed.   In  1339  we  find  him  at 
Madison,  v\/here  he  became  editor 
of  the  Wisconsin  Inquirer.   The 
following  year  he  went  to  Kenosha 
Vi/here  he  edited  the  Southport 
Telegraph,  and  four  years  later 
was  appointed  postmaster  of  the 
town.   In  1860  Sholes  removed  to 
Milwaukee,  v^/here  he  had  an  active 
and  varied  career,  first  as  post- 
master, and  latur  as  commissioner 
of  public  works.   It  was  in  1866, 
while  serving  as  collL-ctor  of 
customs  for  the  Port  of  rilwaukee 
that  the  invention, of  the  typc- 
Vifriter  enters  the  story. 

One  day  a  friend  of  his,  lir . 
Carlos  C-liddcn,  sovj   a  machine 
called  the  "Pterotype"  published 
in  a  copy  of  the  Sciv.ntific  Ameri-t- 
can,  which  he  brought  to  the  at-  | 
tcntion  of  llr.  Sholes,  who  he 
knew  was  interested  in  a  book- 
paging  machine.   They  both  be- 
came interested  in  this  invention 
and  woro  soon  at  work  to  ste      | 
what  developments  they  could  maket 
With  the  help  of  a  skilled  mechanj- 
ic,  llr.  Matthias  Sehwalbach,  they 
Wore  able  to  obtain  valuable  in- 
formation for  the  improvement  of 
their  machine,  which  soon  sug- 
gested to  thorn  thi^  idea  of  a 
typewriter.   By  the  autumn  of 
1867  their  first  machine  had  been 
made,  although  no  patv:nt  was 
taken  out  until  June  of  the  year  i 


following.   This  first  machine 
had  innumerable  defects  and  was 
a  crude  affair  in  every  way. 
It  was  the  first  machine  that 
printed  letters;  the  main  point 
of  the  invention  was  that  it 
wrote  accurately  and  rapidly. 

Latham  Sholes  had  chosen 
his  own  name  for  this  machine, 
which  h..  callod  a  "type-writer."/ 
And  thus  to  the  inventor  him- 
self foil  the  honor  of  christen- 
ing his  own  creation  with  the 
name  which  has  alv^ays  been  uni- 
versal among  English  speaking 
usors . 

Tho  proper  naming  of  the 
typowritor  had  been  quite  as     ' 
long  and  difficult  a  job  as  the 
evolution  of  the  practical  ma- 
chine itself.   Those  who  came 
b'^fore  Sholes  failed  in  this, 
qui to  as  much  as  in  thoir  in- 
ventive of forts.   The  only  one   i 
who  showed  any  originality  in 
picking  a  name  was  John  Pratt, 
who  invonted  the  "Pterotype," 
a  V\/ord,  tho  meaning  of  which  few 
people  knew.   It  r^^mained  for 
Sholes  himself,  in  his  simple, 
direct  way,  to  hit  upon  a  name 
which  no  one  has  ov^r  been  able 
to  improve  upon. 

A  vory  intimate  friend  of   , 
l,:r.  Sholes,  was  llr.  C.  Wells, 
who,  as  an  export  shorthand  re-  I 
portor,  influonced  the  National  j 
Shorthand  Reporters^  Association 
to  orcct  a  monument  in  memory    , 
of  Lr tham  Sholes  in  the  Forest 
Home  Cemotery,  Milwaukee,  which  1 
will  be  worthy  of  his  name  and   ; 
fame  as  one  of  the  world's  greatf 
est  invontors.  j
